.Mi. Cruet*, in The Architect (Lon- 
dfiii), repents ns follows what most 
people know, I'tut some do not : 

All eolor.s have their eomjilemeiitn- 
lies, wliieli add to or detract from the 
beauty of the adjoining colors, accord¬ 
ing t<» what they may In*. Thu*. the 
Complement uric* of red are (green; blue 
urcofnnge; yellow are violet . If you 
eut out pieces of gray paper in an or¬ 
namental form, ami sties a piece on 
each of the three colors I liav«; named, 
you will lind, in a shaded light, the 
Jgray will be fully tinted by thecomple- 
mentaries of these colors, lint you 
cannot layjlown precise rules. Anex- 
perienced artist can brin»g any two col¬ 
ors together by properly modulating 
them. Nothing i* ho charming and *0 
refreshing to the eye asanharmonious 
arrau(gement of colors. 'They are‘‘like 
a sweet chord ol mfisic to the sense.”

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Egg-Shell Engraving. 

The American Stationer tells its 
readers how they can write upon egg 
shell with wax or varnish, or even tal¬ 
low, and t hen immerse it in some weak 
acid, such as dilute hydrochloric acid 
or vinegar. The acid eats into or dis¬ 
solves I lie lime of the egg shell, and 
thus the writing is left, in relief. This 
may be successfully performed on the 
first experiment, although a few pre¬ 
cautions will be found necessary.. As 
the eggs used arc usually blown, in 
order that they may be preserved, the 
boles should be plugged wit li wax and 
made air tight. As they will be found 
very light, soiiic method-should be de¬ 
vised for holding them under the sur¬ 
face. Two or three iiiinuteswillsulliee 
to give the writing the proper relief, 
but the result will be more satisfac¬ 
tory if t be acid is weaker and t lie t inn* 
taken longer .—Scientific American
